WOMEN AND PROFESSIONS 


Lord Haldane Discusses Question in 
Evidence .Before Commission 

It is not-often that a government 
report contains matter especiallly of 
interest to women; but the views of 
Lord Haldane on the much discussed 
topic as to. whether they should be 
excluded from the “professions” giv- 
en in cviderce before the royal coni 
mission on the civ service, will ‘be 
read with interest by all women who 
have to depend upon themselves for 
their living.. Though the inquiry 
was supposed ti re ak the civil ser- 
vice only, the war minister was very 
emphatic in expressing his opinion on 
the subject generally. -.He sald his 
belief was that the exclusion of wo- 
men from a great many professions 
at the present time was the result of 
superstition, and very little else. He 
believed there was a great many pro- 
fessions in which women were not 
only qualified to do the work, but 
where they could be of the greatest 
possible use. 

There were certainly a great many 
positions in the civil service which 
women could fill quite as well as men, 
and which they did not fill at the 
present t}me—higher . division "poms 
as 'well as others; 

Lord Haldane was questtoned by 
Miss Faldane as to whether he. con- 
sidered that t qualified for by a 
higher education; whatever was. the 
‘case with regard to lower posts should 
receive egual. pay. Tn the ease-of wo- 
men and men. He replied that he 
had previously said that upon that 
question he had found it difficult to 
make yp his. mind, j

The Dreary Plot In Which Monte Carle 
Buries its Victims. 

Matilda Betham-Edwards in her book 
“In the Heart of the Vosges” advises 
all visitors to Monte Carlo to go to the 
suicides’ cemetery before those other 
places for which Monte Carlo ts fa- 
mous. She describes the small inclo 
sure, walled in and having a gate of 
Open ironwork, always locked.
